Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  my  privilege  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1969,  which  has 
been  compiled  in  accordance  with.  the_  requirements  of_.the  Ministry 
of  Health. 

A  perusal  of  the  Vital  Statistics  of  the  District  shows  that  they 
compare  most  favourably  with  those  of  England  and  Wales. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  -  a  fine  index  of  the  well-being  of  a 
community  -  was  for  the  fourth  year  running  significantly  lower 
than  the  national  rate.  There  were  only  4  deaths  of  infants  under 
the  age  of  one  year,  of  which  two  were  illegitimate  births. 

Of  the  total  births  attributable  to  West  Bridgford  some  13%  were 
illegitimate . 

The  Registrar  General’s  mid-year  estimate  of  the  population  was 
28,580,  an  increase  over  the  previous  year  of  320.  The  excess  of 
births  over  deaths  was  59  • 

There  were  345  deaths  of  residents  during  the  year;  of  these  179 
were  due  to  Heart  and  Circulatory  causes,  and  57  were  due  to 
cancer . 

41  notifications  of  Infectious  Diseases  were  received  of  which  24 
were  due  to  Measles  and  6  to  Tuberculosis  of  the  lungs. 

The  programme  of  vaccination  against  Measles  was  interrupted 
during  the  year  due  to  a  shortage  of  vaccine,  and  was  not  restarted 
until  1970.  It  is  hoped  that  in  the  future  with  a  continuation  of 
vaccination  against  Measles  the  numbers  of  these  cases  will  be 
drastically  reduced. 

Vaccination  of  senior  schoolchildren  against  Tuberculosis  was 
carried  out  on  511  pupils  (462  in  1968).  The  use  of  this  B.C.G. 
vaccine  is  a  valuable  means  of  protecting  young  people  against 
contracting  the  disease  spread  by  older  undetected  cases  with  whom 
they  may  come  in  contact  at  the  place  of  work. 

The  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr.  C.  Webb,  gave  up  his  post 
in  August,  1969  due  to  ill  health  -  we  wish  him  well  during  his 
retirement.  His  successor,  Mr.  F.  J.  Shaw,  has  ably  carried 
forward  the  work  of  the  Department,  which  is  summarised  in  the  body 
of  the  Report . 

May  I  thank  you,  Mr.  Chairman,  for  your  encouragement  and  support, 
and  record  my  appreciation  to  the  Clerk  and  other  Chief  Officers 
for  their  valued  co-operation.

B.C.G.  VACCINATION  OF  SCHOOICHILDREN 


Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis  was  carried  out  by  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  and  his  Deputy.,  All  schoolchildren  of  11  years  and  over  are 
eligible . 

The  procedure  consists  of  a  preliminary  skin  test  to  find  out  those 
children  who  would  benefit  from  the  protection  which  B.C.G.  vaccination 
confers.  These  children  are  known  as  negative  reactors  to  the  test. 
Those  who  have  a  positive  reaction  are  not  vaccinated,  but  are  referred 
for  a  full  chest  X-ray,  and  are  subsequently  kept  under  review. 

The  B.C.G.  procedure  is  thus  of  two-fold  value.  It  enables  those  who 
have  not  been  in  contact  with  the  tuberculosis  germ  to  be  vaccinated 
and  so  protected  for  the  future,  whereas  the  children  who  have  already 
been  in  contact  with  the  germ  can  be  examined  by  X-ray  and  kept  under 
observation .

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


The  District  receives  its  water  supply  from  Nott  mgham  Corporation  Wat 
Department,  with  the  exception  of  two  houses  which  use  a  shallow  well. 
Samples  taken  from  the  shallow'  well  have  continued  to  be  unsat  i  sf  act  or 
and  the  situation  has  not  been  improved  by  the  presence  of  the  pig- 
fattening  battery  situated  on  higher  ground  on  Landmere  Lane  just 
outside  the  boundary  of  this  urban  district.  I  have  started  investiga1 
ing  the  possibility  of  bringing  mains  water  to  these  houses. 

The  whole  of  the  urban  sewage  is  now  pumped  to  the  City  of  Nottingham 
Sewage  Works  at  Stoke  Bardolph. 

The  removal  of  household  waste  is  dealt  with  by  the  Surveyor’s  Depart¬ 
ment  and  controlled  tipping  continues  at  the  Council’s  site  off  Rugby  i 
Road  .

RODENT  CONTROL  * 

During  the  year  246  complaints  of  infestations  were  received  and 
dealt  with,  the  operator  making  2,065  visits  and  2,874  surveys  of  1 

individual  properties  other  than  those  complained  of  and  241  rat 
bodies  and  l8l  mouse  bodies  were  recovered. 

On  premises  where  ’’gassing"  was  carried  out  and  "spoon  baiting"  of  1 
runs  etc.,  it  was  not  possible  to  recover  all  the  bodies  so  that 
the  total  number  of  rodents  destroyed  will  be  in  excess  of  the  above 
figures.  1 

In  addition,  58  wasps  nests  were  destroyed. 

106  houses  were  disinfested  following  infestations  of  insects. 

One  house  was  fumigated  following  infectious  disease. 

22  house  drainage  systems  were  smoke  tested  following  rat 
infestations . 

Moles  were  dealt  with  on  Council-owned  land. 

51  sewer  manholes  were  baited  in  the  Trent  Boulevard  area. 

The  tip  face  was  treated  for  insect  infestation  and  stagnant  water 
was  treated  to  reduce  odour.

HOUSING 


This  year  has  seen  the  coming  into  operation  of  the  Housing  Act,  1 9 6 9 
on  25th  August,  1969*  I  made  a  recommendation  to  Council  in  a  report 
dated  10th  October,  1969  that  an  area  of  the  District  be  surveyed  with 
a  view  to  declaring  a  General  Improvement  Area  under  the  Act.  Work  on 
this  project  is  proceeding. 


By  the  end  of  the  year  only  two  applications  for  Qualification 
Certificates  had  been  received,  but  it  is  anticipated  that  this  system, 
whereby  a  house  can  be  changed  from  a  controlled  tenancy  to  a  regulated 
tenancy  with  a  consequent  raising  of  the  rent,  will  prove  popular  with 
house  owners  and  that  many  more  applications  will  be  forthcoming.  In 
order  for  the  local  authority  to  issue  a  Qualification  Certificate, 
they  must  be  satisfied  that  the  house  has  all  the  basic  modern 
amenities  (or  will  have  after  improvement)  and  is  in  a  good  state  of 
repair .
